BEETS—MANGEL-WURZEL, SUGAR, ETC. 


CuLtturE—As all Mangels require a deep soil in order to grow well, plow and subsoil at least a foot to eighteen inches, and 
apply plenty of rich stable manure. Sow in May or June, in rows eighteen inches to two feet apart, and thin to eight inches in- 
rows. Young plants may be transplanted to fill up vacancies. Sowin addition, when the plants are three to four inches high, at 
the rate of 200 pounds. Complete manure, 200 
pounds bone flour and 400 poungs salt per acre. 
As soon as frost occurs, dig the crop. But in order 
to be well preserved for gradual consumption dur- 
ing the winter, Mangel-Wurzel should be heaped 
toa height of perhaps six feet, on a dry, stoping 
situation; cover at first with a piece of canvas, and 
as the cold increases this shsuld be replaced by 
about six inches of either salt hay, straw, sea- 
weed, or even corn stalks. Lest this covering be 
displaced by the wind, a light layer of earth is nec- 
essary. Sosoonas this surface soil becomes frozen, 
about six or eight inches more of earth should be 
placed over the entire heap. By following up this 
gradual process of covering, all danger of heating 
will be obviated, and the roots will keep in perfect 
order. Sow from four to five pounds to the acre.

CuLtTuRE—Soil for Cabbage should be rich and heavy loam, with good drainage. On such a soil, with an abundance of 
stable or Thorburn’s Complete Manure, excellent crops are sure to be grown. For early spring sow in fall; not too early, or the 
plants are liable to bolt in the spring instead of heading. In a month the plants will be fit to transplant to cold frames, where 
they are wintered, taking care, in planting, to set the young plants down to the first leaves. Transplant in spring as soon as the 
ground can be worked, setting the plants two feet apart one way and from twelve to eighteen inches the other, according to the 
variety. For late or winter crops the seed is sown in May, and the plantsset out in July. In this case they are set in rows two 
by three feet, so asto work them with a horse and cultivator. To destroy the green worm that is so destructive to the leaves 
and heads of Cabbage and Cauliflower an experienced grower says: ‘‘Take one ounce of saltpetre and dissolve it in twelve 
quarts of water; then take a short handled whisk broom, dip it in the solution and sprinkle the plants well. One application is 
sufficient unless the stuff is washed off by heavy rains. The liquid, being perfectly clear, never colors the Cauliflower or 
Cabbage heads.’’ To prevent the turnip flea from 
attacking the young plants, sift fine airslacked lime or 
tobacco dust over them as soon as they appear above 
the ground.

CuLTURE—Sow the seed in a light, rich, dry border as early as the ground can be worked, in drills eight 
or ten inches apart, and cover the seeds about a quarter of an inch deep, rolling or treading them in if the 
ground be dry. When fairly out of the seed leaf, they may be transplanted to another bed, or they may be 
thinned out to six or eight inches apart, and let grow until wanted to plant out in bedsor trenches. The beds 
should be kept well weeded, and an occasional soaking with water in dry weather will do the plants good. 
Early in July at the north, a month or six weeks later in the southern states, is the proper time to set the 
plants out in beds or trenches. Press the soil firmly against the roots. In the garden the better way is to set 
the plants in shallow trenches—we say shallow, for it is obviously a bad plan to remove ali the good soil (as 
must be done in a deep trench) and put the plants in that which is poor. The plants may be set in a single 
row in a Darrow trench, or the trench may be made into 
a bed wide enough to hold two, three or four rows, and 
in this case the plants are in a compact form to be cov- 
ered for the winter where they grow. This will save 
much labor where there is no root cellar for storage, as 
often happens to be the case. When grown in beds this 
way, the rows should be one foot apart, and the plants 
about eight inches apart in the rows. The bed should 
be made very rich with thoroughly decomposed manure. 
The.plants will need to be earthed up two or three times, 
and in doing this care should be taken not to let the 
earth get into the heart of the plant. In field culture 
the plants are set on the surface in rows four feet apart 
when the Celery is to be earthed up in the field for early 
use, and two feet apart when the plants are to be taken 
up and blanched in the cellar for winter use. The 
plants are set six inches apart in rows. If not grown in 
beds, the best way to store is to dig trenches in a well 
drained spot in the open ground, one foot wide and of a 
= depth a few inches less than the height of the Celery. 
The plants are then lifted and set close together until 


the whole quantity is stored. The edges of the trench 
should be made sloping from the tops of the plants. 
When severe cold weather comes on, cover gradually 
with leaves, hay or straw and place boards ontop. In 
such a trench the stalks will blanch perfectly, and may 
be taken out any time during winter for use or sale as 
required. 

The turnip rooted or ‘‘Knob”’ Celery needs no earth- 
ing up, and may be planted in rows one foot apart.

MUSHROON SPAWN 


CuLTurE—Mushrooms may be grown in cellars, under benches of green houses or in sheds wherever the 
temperature of fifty degrees can be kept up through the winter. The beds should be made from November 
to February, according to the time the Mushrooms are wanted, and it requires about two months for them to 
begin bearing. Secure fresh horse dung, free from straw and litter, and mix to an equal bulk of loam from 
an old pasture with it. Keep this under cover, taking care to turn it every day to prevent heating, until the 
pile is large enough to make a bed of the required size. Three or four feet wide, eight inches deep and any 
length desired, are the proper proportions for a bed; but these may be varied. Prepare the mixture of loam 
and manure, making the bed in layers and pounding down each with the back of the spade. Leave this to 
heat through for a few days, and as soon as the heat subsides to ninety degrees make holes in the bed about 
a foot apart each way, into which put pieces of spawn two or three inches in diameter; fill up the holes with 
the compost, and at the expiration of a week or ten days the spawn will have thoroughly diffused itself 
through the bed. Spread a layer of fresh soil over the heap to the depth of two inches, and cover with three 
or four inches of hay, straw or litter. Examine the bed often to see that it does not get dry. Take special 
care, however, when water is given, that it be at a temperature of about one hundred degrees.

not only much less valuable as a crop, but which, 
when once introduced, becomes a pernicious weed 
very difficult to eradicate. 

We handle only one variety of Rape, the 
Dwarf Essex, which is a biennial, and one of the 
most profitable plants to use for green manuring 
and pasture. There is no plant which will give as heavy a yield of forage at such a small cost as this, and 
its general cultivation would add largely to the profits of American farms. When fed off by sheep it will 
probably do more to restore and make profitable exhausted soils than any other plant. Beware of the worth- 
less annual variety that is often sold and which is worthless for forage. 

RAPE in general appearance is much like the Rutabaga—so far as tops are concerned—but there are 
no tubers. Grows from 2 to 2% feet high. Sheep, cattle or hogs are turned in in about eight weeks after 
sowing. The usual precautions should be taken against bloating—putting them on but a short time at first 
and gradually extending the time until they can remain all the time. 

CcucTLe R E—Prepare the ground as for turnips and-sow in June or July. with a turnip drill, in rows 
two and one-half feet apart, at the rate of two and one-half pounds of seed per acre. It may be sown broad- * 
cast at the rate of five pounds per acre. 

MANY FARMERS are sowing Dwarf Essex Rape with their wheat or other spring sowing crops, 
putting it right in the drills with the grains sown. The Rape plants do not develop sufficiently to interfere with 
the growing grain, but after harvesting comes on rapidly. It does well to sow after the corn has been laid by 
and when the corn has been husked it furnishes the very best pasturage, in connection with the stalks. 

SO1L—Does not do well on all kinds of soils. Makes the best growth on slough soils, in which there 
is ample moisture. Makes the least growth on stiff clay soils. On the black soils of the prairies it does 
exceedingly well. 

TIME —In the northwest for pasture purposes it is best to sow it from June 15th to July 25th—about 
July Ist the best—unless it be sown at the time of putting in oats or spring wheat, im which case it does not 
develop much till after the crops are cut.

FORMATION OF LAWNS FROM SEED 


N the first place, see that your ground is thoroughly drained and well prepared, sowing 
at least three bushels of seed to the acre. 

Perhaps the best description of soil for lawn is the stiff loam or clayey soils which 
predominate in so many districts. This ought not to be by any means too rich, asa rapid 
growth is not wanted in the grasses of a lawn, but in preparing it for laying down let the 
surface be as much alike in quality as possible, and do not stint the quantity of seed. 

If your ground is in condition to raise a good crop of potatoes it will make a good 
lawn; add about half a ton of bone dust to the acre, harrowed in before sowing the seed. 
The success of establishing a good lawn depends much on the season and the condition 
of the ground at the time of growing. A very slight raking-in will protect the seeds much, 
or a sowing of wood ashes will render them distasteful to birds. Rolling, however, is at 
all times indispensable. 

The best time to sow lawn grass seed is early in the spring, say February or March, 
or about the latter part of August. We prefer the early spring. 

It is proper here to observe that no lawn can be maintained long in good order with- 
out successive rollings. Mowing alone will not secure a good bottom without that com- 
pression which the roller tends to give. The rolling should be done in the spring before 


the ground becomes dry. 


TO GRASS A BANK OR TERRACE 


For each square rod take a pound of lawn grass seed and mix it thoroughly with six 
cubic feet of good, dry garden loam. Place in a tub and add liquid manure, diluted with 
about two-thirds of water, so as to bring the whole to the consistency of mortar. The 
slope must be made perfectly smooth and then well watered, after which the paste should 


be applied and made as even and as thin as possible.
